balks, wage increases, fringe benefits 
and work weeks, long or short, disap­ 
pear as orders are withheld. 
Nature makes unemployment, too. 
Cherries once picked are gone for a 
year. 
Snow plows are idle in summer. 
Little building is done in front. 
And much unemployment is the re­ 
sult of the lack of skill on the part ot 
workers. Highly paid jobs cart lie wait­ 
ing for applicants while the roll of un­ 


employed are under-educated, possessed 
of skills in obsolete industries, or pos­ 
sessed only of the ability to do unskilled 
labor— for which there is less need all 
the time. 
The unemployed often perpetuate un­ 
employment by their attitudes toward 
various kinds of work and various levels 
of pay. 
Used to high wages coerced 
from employers, some unemployed will 
not take jobs at less pay even when 
they’re available. 
They have come to 
regard high wages as their due, regard­ 
less of their abilities. 
Government, too, makes unemploy­ 
ment through high tax rates which 
drain off money that would otherw ise be 
invested in new facilites. 
Do employers make unemploy­ 
ment? 
Sometimes, through had 
judgment. 
But no employer wants 
to 
make 
unemployment. 
Each 
wishes his business to grow and 
employ as many people as it profit­ 
ably can. 
The trouble in many of the schemes 
designed to deal with unemployment is 
that they don’t get at the root ol 
causes of preventable unemployment, 
nor consider the caprices of customers, 
nature and.government which affect it. 
As a rule of thumb, a million dollars 
of private investment will do more good 
than a million dollars of government 
program.

Surely the lack of knowledge 
of a' language has never made 
bribery impassible or even dif­ 
ficult. There is such a thing as 
sign language, if one wants to 
use it. H a’linan would say, prob­ 
ably, that the Russians are “ the 
m ast fiercely patriotic people 
on earth ” and therefore would 
not accept bribes.

“ Right now, our security from 
that possibility depends on ihe 
good sense, patience and for­ 
bearance of the Soviet leaders 
and upon their ability to m ain­ 
tain a m ilitary strength beyond 
what might tem pt our bully boys 
to attack it. 
“One thing which the Ameri­ 
can public must realize is that 
the presence of our homber- 
bases along the frontiers of the 
U.S.S.R., the probing of its de­ 
fenses and the insulting trucu­ 
lence of our political and m ili­ 
tary cavem en can erupt in a 
cataclysm 
which will destroy 
the hum an species.” 
This was, of course, w ritten 
before Khrushchev exhibited his 
refinem ent and culture in the 
United Nations. It was written 
before Khrushchev took his shoe 
off his foot to use it to pound a 
desk. 
It was written before his dis­ 
play of the m anners of an un­ 
ruly moujik. Why is Soviet Rus­ 
sia always right and the United 
States 
always 
wrong 
in

law yer’s eyes? No wonder the 
Russians selected him as an 
observer — im partial perhaps:

are taking top billing. This is 
the expression of the strictly 
local voice. 
The im portance of these leg­ 
islative “ locals” lies in the fact, 
for example, that an adminis­ 
tration (the executive branch) 
today 
constantly 
faces 
the 
threat of a legislative branch 
lodged completely in anti-admin- 
istrationh ands. In other words, 
the Dem ocratic Lawrence Ad­ 
m inistration in November could 
wind up with a completely Re­ 
publican House and Senate. 
Under such conditions there 
unquestionably^ ould be a repe­ 
tition of the legislative ratrace 
of 1955-56 when in a near 18- 
month legislative stalem ate — a 
record-breaker for the Keystone 
State — the Democratic execu­ 
tive branch and the GOP-con- 
trolled legislative branch stood 
off each other in a free-for-all 
that still pulses Capitol Hill. 
However, at that time while 
I>emoerats controlled the House 
of Representatives, Republicans 
controlled only the State Senate 
— but it gave the anti-adminis­

in recess of course at the m o­ 
ment! 
Unquestionably the legislative 
seats up for filling on the local 
level this y ear present one of 
the most underestim ated phases 
of this year's election.
